Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 24 and 42 describe a system of multiple access wireless communications 
between a transmitter and multiple receivers. The transmitter transmits information for 
multiple receivers in different transmission modes optimized for that particular link 
The prior art search did not disclose the limitation of a first receiver receiving frames 
intended for a first receiver in a first transmission mode and frames intended for a 
second receiver in a second transmission mode, with the first receiver decoding the 
transmission mode frame information intended for the second receiver to obtain an error 
measure to determine if the second transmission mode is acceptable by the first 
receiver. 



Citation of Prior Art 
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1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Agrawal et al. discloses a wireless network wherein a transmitter-receiver pair 

determines a power-code operating point based on the error rate. The power-code pair 

is similar in concept to the mode ID of the current application. 

Gesbert et al. discloses mode lookup tables for data transmission in wireless 

communication channels based on statistical parameters. This concept is used in the 

current application for storage of mode ID in a mode database. 

Kleider et al. discloses an adaptive-rate coded digital transmission. 

In all disclosures, the inventions pertain to the transmission data intended for the 

receiver. The concept of monitoring data not for the intended receiver appears novel 

based on the prior art search.
